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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 3/5/2010 has been entered. 

2. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The Examiner apologizes for not making this rejection sooner. The basis 
for the wt% is not defined and as such this limitation is indefinite. For instance, 
the basis could be on the total weight of the coating material or the total weight of 
water. Page 19 of the specification indicates that this is based on the total 
amount of deionized water, but this is not clear from the claims. Clarification is 
required. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Howes et al. 

This rejection is maintained from the previous office action. Again the 
Examiner notes that this rejection must take into consideration the language "the 
outermost layer substantially on the entire surface". The Examiner previously 
indicated that this language allows for the presence of a molding on top of the 
silane layer. Applicants state that it does not make any difference whether the 
adhered cured layer is a coating or a molding. The Examiner disagrees, though, 
since the language "the outermost layer substantially on the entire surface" is 
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given the meaning that the coating film is the used without any further coating on 
the film. See applicants remarks filed 11/13/07. This doesn't exclude a molding. 

In an effort to expedite prosecution the Examiner notes that deleting the 
term "substantially" from this limitation such that the heat radiation preventive 
coating film becomes the outermost layer on the entire surface will overcome this 
rejection as this would clearly exclude anything, coating and/or molding, from 
being on top of the coating film. 

5. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Havey et al. 

This rejection is also maintained from the previous office action. While 
applicants argue that the total amount of silane components must be at least 10 
wt% in Havey et al., this is the combined total of epoxy and tetraalkoxy silanes. 
Given the weight range (expressed as a molar range) for each component in 
Havey it is very easily within the scope of the teachings therein to have an 
amount of epoxysilane that meets that claimed. 

As an aside the Examiner notes that she will withdraw this rejection if 
applicants were to amend the claim to require that the wt% of silane is based on 
the total amount of water (see the rejection in paragraph 2 supra as well as the 
language found on page 19 of the instant application). 

6. The Examiner has withdrawn the rejection over Avery et al. in view of 
applicants' remarks.
